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PERHAPS PEOPLE ARE WAKING UP 


Drift in political affairs is a dangerous thing but certainly 
not an unusual thing — and the danger becomes greater when 
drift involves an emotional and highly personal situation. 


Perhaps this is why welfare has become such a back-breaker 
for the taxpayer (about one-half of the total Tulare county bud- 
get goes for welfare in one form or another) for welfare deals 
with personal problems of people, and those personal problems 
get involved in politics and emotions, and it doesn't take long to 
reach the situation that we are now in where a person is accused 
of being against old people and of being against the halt and 
the lame if he so much as mentions that all is not as it should 
be in the area of welfare. 


Current question is not whether our senior citizens will be 
allowed to starve in the streets, or whether our unfortunates will 
go unaided — in fact this has never been the problem in Amer- 
ica. 


Our welfare problem today involves how much, and to 
whom, and for what reasons; it involves fair treatment of the 
deserving and the truly unfortunate; it involves a halt to welfare 
chiseling, a halt to the type of prostitution that welfare has 
made possible, a halt to those phases of the welfare program 
that have turned welfare into a career for some persons. 


Perhaps Californians are beginning to awaken to the fact 
that all is not good in the field of welfare, that certain changes 
in philosophies and laws are badly needed. If this is the case, 
two organizations in Tulare county deserve a great deal of the 
credit — the Tulare County Citizens’ Welfare Advisory commit- 
tee, and the Tulare County Grand Jury. 


For several years these two agencies have been plugging 
away at the inequities and the abuses of welfare, not with the 
idea of doing away with welfare, but with the idea of putting it 
on a fair and sane basis. 


Latest move by these two groups is to schedule a seminar 
on welfare in Visalia, tomorrow and Saturday, at the Visalia Vet- 
erans' Memorial building. A number of California county grand 
juries will be represented; public officials will participate in 
panel discussions; the California Taxpayers’ association, the Su- 
pervisors' association, and representatives of the state depart- 
ment of social welfare will be present. 


And you and |, known as “the public" are also invited. You 
and | have quite a stake in this welfare program, since we pay 


the bill.

Here, too, in many 
heart-warming ad'ventures are 
Hemingway’s musically-inclined 
mother; his other sisters and his 
young brother; and, of course, 
the author of this portrait, Mar- 
celline. The story reaches its 
high point upon Ernest’s return 
from Italy, a moody, battle-scar- 
red veteran of his first war, and 
comes to a conclusion in the year 
of Dr. Hemingway’s death. 
Through Mrs. Sanford’s mature 
and affectionate understanding of 
her family she has acheived a val- 
uable and enjoyable book.

STANLEY MOSK'S 
COMMUNIST ASSOCIATIONS 


Mr. Mosk, our present State 
Attorney-General, started his 
communist associations publicly 
in 1943 as reported last week. 


In 1944 Mosk spoke at a 
mass meeting to celebrate the 
“liberation of Poland with Jos- 
eph Makowieski, President of 
the American Friends for Polish 
Unity (under communism?). This 
was announced in the "People's 
World", August 4, 1944, in Los 
Angeles. 


Stanley Mosk was chairman 
at a Tribute to Russia Day rally 
June 22, 1944. 


Again in 1945, Mosk was ap- 
pointed chairman of the Amer- 
ican Committee for Yugoslavia 
Relief (cited as subversive on 
the 1955 Attotney-General's 
list.) The People's World (com- 
munist publication) reported

this November 14, 1945. 


On January 4, 1947, an or- 
ganization called Americans for 
Democratic Action was formed. 
Stanley Mosk was an early mem- 
ber. The A.D.A. has demon- 
strated its respect for Russian 
democracy such as demanding 
bail for the eleven Communist 
leaders tried at Foley Square 
and convicted under the Smith 
Act; has protested a contempt 
conviction of Vincent Holliman 
as a result of a court appear- 
ance for Harry Bridges; declar- 
ed that the Communist threat 
in this country is vastly over- 
rated, and is presently demand- 
ing that the government restore 
to J. Robert Oppenheimer his 
access to secret information.
